Provided also that the Central Government may, at 
any time before he expiry of the said period of 
ninety days and after considering the special cir¬ 
cumstances for not initiating disciplinary proceed¬ 
ings, to be recoided m writing, allow continuance 
of the suspension Older beyond the period of 
ninety days without the disciplinary proceedings 
being initiated.”

(.b) In every case the review shall be done within 90 
days iiom the date ol older of the suspension. In 
a case where the period of suspension has been 
extended, the next rutiew shall be done within a 
period of 180 days from the date of last ex¬ 
tension. 

3. Procedure ;— 

la) A Rev iew Committee/Civil Services Board while 
assessing the iiistilication for further continuance 
of any suspension, shall look into the progress ot 
airy enquiry/mvestipatiou against the officer by 
obtaining relevant information from the authorities 
enquiring/investigating into the charges. 

(b) The Review Committee/Civil Services Board while 

examining a case shall consider the possibility of 
tire officer under suspension tampering with the 
evidence, his influencing the process of enquiry or 
investigation and deprivation of his services during 
suspension. 

(c) The Review Committee/Civil Services Board shall 

submit a detailed report to the competent authority, 
clearly stating its recommendations and the reasons 
for airiving at the recommendations relating to 
the continuance of suspension.
